But the cause of the 
selling was a mystery: There seemed to be 
a belief that an “‘ undisclosed something 1s 
hanging over the market, but while there 
were many rumors nothing definite came out. 


Steel Trust Leads Breck. 

Steel trust shares, which have been steadily 
battered for the last few days, again led in 
the decline. The preferred reached a new 
low mark of 63, a drop of 4% points, and 
closed at that figure. It was this issue which 
helped the other declines. The fact that 
this stock pays 7 per cent dividends had no 
effect. 

It is stated that the United States Steel 
corporation will close all of its sheet steel 
mills unless the Amalgamated Association of 
Iron and Steel Workers cénsents to a reduc- 
tion in wages under the plan agreed upon 
last autumn. The reasof offered for this 
threatened action was an overstocked mar- 
ket and especial dullness in trade at this 
‘season of the year. It was probably this 
announcement as much as anything that 
exerted such a depressing influence on Steel 
preferred during the last two hours of the 
session. 

Heavy Losses General. ‘ 

Following Steel prices collapsed generally 
and stocks of standard railroads sold down, 
in many instances to the lowest points in 
some years. Heavy losses were sustained in 
nearly all the leading railroad issues, rang- 
ing all the way from two to five points. The 
bear element, which sells stocks for a fall, did 
not play so important a part in the trading

Pessimism Over Steel Trade. 


The break in steel stocks generally was as- 
eribed to forced selling caused by misgiv- 
ings as to the future of the steel and iron 
trade and the numerous closing down of im- 
portant plants. Overproduttion in the heav- 
ler forms of steel has resulted in a spread of 
pessimism over the outlook. The policy of the 
steel trust in attempting to hold the prices of 
finished forms also has been severely criti- 
eised. The point is made that the course of 
the Amalgamated Copper company in at- 
tempting to hold prices of copper at 17 cents 
a pound may be duplicated. In every quarter 
one hears nothing in Wall street but the 
usual favorable bearish talk over the general 
trade outlook. 

As compared with the prices in July, when 
six or seven failures were announced, the

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MESSENGER STRIKERS MAKE FORMIDABLE FRONT. 


NEAR CLASH WITH COURT. 


MILITIA WOULD DEFY JUDGE, BUT 
GOVERNOR OVERRULES. 


Writ of Habeas Corpus Granted Strik- 
ing Miners at Cripple Creek, Colo., 
Who Were Arrested by Soldiers 
Guarding Camp — General at First 


Civil Autherities—Were Held With- 
out Warrants or Charges. 


Cripple Creek, Colo., Sept. 24.—[Special.]— 
A clash between the civil authorities and the 
militia over the posses:ion of four prisoners 
arrested by the troops — the mine str.ke 
Was only averted tonight when Gov. Pea- 
body issued an order to the commanding gen- 
etal that he turn the men over to the civil 
authorities. This followed a refusal on the 
part of Gen. John Chase to obey a writ of 
habeas corpus issued by the District court 
today. 

The prisoners in question—Sherman Parker 
and three other members of the miners’. 


tary without warrants for about two weeks. 
No formal charges had been made against 
them. Attorneys for the union began habeas 
corpus proceedings against the military sev- 
eral days ago before Judge William P. Seeds. 
The case was fought bitterly on both sides, 
and detells of soldiers were in court during 
the proceedings. 


Military Thought Itself Supreme. 

Gen. Chase and his legal advisers held that 
though martial law had not been formally 
declared, it was really put in force by the 
order issued by the governor directing the 
troops to maintain order, and that therefore 
the civil court had no jurisdiction. 

Judge Seeds, however. ruled differently and 
ordered. the union prisioners surrendered to 
the civil authorities. He said he could not 
subscribe to the doctrine that the military 
was supreme and not amenable to the court, 
because to do so would mean to overthrow 
free government and substitute a monarchy, 

The court said that the quesion involved 
was: Does the executive order calling troops 
constitute a justification of the arrest? He 
held that civil law had not been overthrown 
in Teller county and no evidence had been 
presented that lawbreakers would not be 
prosecuted and punished by the civil au- 
thorities. 

Judge Seeds also strongly rebuked the pres- 
‘ence of the troops in the courtroom. 

The four prisoners were brought Into court 
this afternoon guarded by thirty-five sol- 
diers who removed them to Camp Oldfield 
after the judge’s decision was given. 8 


_ Governor Bows to Judge. 

Denver, Colo., Sept. 24.—Gov. Peabody said 
tonight that the decision of Judge Seeds in 
the habeas corpus cases at Cripple Creek 
would be respected. He added that the 
formal order in the case would be issued 
from headouarters in the field. He said: 

„Judge Seeds has decided against the mili- 
tary. and as the national guard is in the 
Crivvle Creek district for the purnose of 
aiding the courts and the civil authorities 
generally, there was nothing left for me to 
do except order that the prisoners be turned 
over to the civil authorities.“ 

Gov. Peabody said that this also would ap- 
ply to all prisoners that may be taken here- 
after. 
be pursued in the event that the civil au- 
thorities failed to prosecute the men who 
were arrested.

ONIONS DRAW COLOR LINE 


NEGRO WAITERS SUSPENDED BY 
THE NATIONAL ORGANIZATION, 


with Inducing Strike and Then 
Abandoning Them—Are Allowed to 

. Ge Hungry While Out ef Work — 
Slugging Marks Starting of Marble 
Plants Under the “ Open Shop ” Pian 
and Workmen Are Scarce.

Members of the colored waiters’ local 
unfon yesterday declared their charter was 
withdrawn by the national executive com- 
mittee of the organization solely because of 
the color line. The negroes said they had 
been betrayed and abandoned by their white 
associates during the recent strike. 

The constitution of the American Fed- 
eration of Labor forbids that the color line 
be drawn in trades unions, and the officers 
of the suspended local say that they will car- 
ry their grievance to that body. An investi- 
gation also will be made by the Chicago fed- 
eration. . 

We are going to expose the action of the 
national officers of dur organization,” said 
President Washington of the negro waiters. 
“We were suspended at a time when such 
action was to the interest of the employers 
and we want an explanation.” 

The national union agreed, it is said, to 
support the strikers, and, for a time. paid for 
their board at a restaurant at 471 Statestreet. 
Since the suspension of the local, the execu- 
tive committee ordered that the negroes be 
given no more food at the eating house. and 
many of them, being destitute, went hungry 
until another arrangement was made. 


Slugging at a Marble Plant. 

Slugsing marked the starting yesterday on 
the open shop plan of the plants of the 
members of the Marble Dealers’ association. 
John Molitz, 17 years old, employed at the 
Davidson Bros. shop at the foot of Orleans 
street, was beaten by three pickets on his 
way to work at noon. The superintendent of 
the plant said the pickets were Gaherty, 
John McConnell, and Robert: Burke, all 
former union employés of the shop. As Mo- 
litz was approaching the building the pick- 
ets, it is sald, crept up behind him and 
knocked him down.

The Building Managers’ association, rep- 
resenting sixty-five office structures, yes- 
terday granted a 20 per cent advance in 
wages to its elevator conductors and start- 
ers. An increase also was given a few 
months ago. 

After conferences with many of the candy 
manufacturers yesterday the committee 
from the workers reported that John Kranz 
had signed the union scale. The Kranz fac- 
tory was not closed by the strike and Mr. 
Kranz is not a member of the Manufacturers’ 
association. Other owners requested further 
consultations with the committee. 


MIND WRECKED BY STRIKERS. 


Man Attacked for Working to Save 
Family Is Committed to the 
Insane Asylum. 


Made insane by an assault by strikers, John 
Wozna, 1252 West Nineteenth street, sat in a 
word at the detention hospital yesterday 
awaiting removal to the Dunning insane 
asylum. 

Wozna worked to save his wife and two 
children from starvation. He is a Bohemian 
and had always been frugal and industrious. 
A year ago he was employed by the Edward 
Hines Lumber company, Twenty-second 
street and Blue Island avenue. Wozna was 
not a member of a labor union, and when a 
strike was caljed he was annoyed and in- 
timidated. 

He was induced to join the strikers. Soon 
afterward his wife and children called for 
bread. Wozna returned to his work. While 
on his way home he was attacked by a crowd 
of strikers, knocked to the ground, and 
beaten and kicked. He still carries many of 
the bruises. 

“A brick which struck Wozna in the head 
cost his mind,“ said Dr. Hunter. Because 
Wozna loved his wife and children better 
than he loved his union he was attacked and 
nearly killed.“

INSPECTOR UNEARTHS ALLEGED 
. INCENDIARIES’ LEAGUE. 


Widespread Plot to Burn Cheaply | 
Stecked and Heavily Insured stores 
Believed to Have Come to Light-in 
the Prosecution of Isadore Wein- 
wurm—Too Many Gas Explosions and 
Fires First Arouse Suspicions of the 
Authorities, 


The prosecution of Isadore E. Wein wurm 
on a charge of arson, growing out of an ex- 
plosion of gas and a fire which wrecked his 
shoe store at 702 West Lake street Sept. 9. 
Fire Inspector Monroe Fulkerson believes 
will develop evidence of an alliance among 
incendiaries to defraud insurance companies. 

Weinwurm is under charges of arson before 
Justice Doyle. It is said an attempt will be 
made to show that two stores conducted 
by him have recently burned under similar 
circumstances. ,Inspector Fulkerson yester- 
day laid the evidence before the state’s at- 
torney, and told of his belief in a codpera- 
tive alliance among persons who might profit 
from the burning of cheaply stocked but 
heavily insured stores. Today the grand jury 
will hear the evidence. 

First Fire Wins Him $2,200. 

Weinwurm's first fire, the inspector said, 
took place in a shoe store at 1955 West Madi- 
son street, with the stock jnsured for $2,500. 
The fire originated in a explosion, and 
the insurance companies paid a claim of $2,200 
on the loss. 

In the adjustment negotiations the de- 
fendant used the name of A. Weinwurm. 
Although the adjusters were susp.cious, uo 
proceedings were taken against Weinwurm, 
as the fire occurred while he and the other 
members of his family were away. 

A second fire resulted ih an investigation 
by the insurance adjusters and the fire in- 
spector. The result was the discovery, it is 
said, that the gas meter through which the 
fluid passed into the store had been tampered 
with.

Boys March to Substations, 

The boys bolted in a body and marched up 
La Salle street, calling on fellow messengers 
at substations to join. At 122 La Salle street 
seventy messengers left the telegraph office 
and many boys running errands could not 
resist the temptation to participate in what 
looked like a lark. By the time Washington 
street was reached 400 boys were in line. 

Street cars were blocked by the throng as 
the men in office buildings showered pennies, 
nickels, and dimes from the windows above 
for the boys to scramble for on the pave- 
ment. 

Pickets were sent to the outlying stations 
and boys who had no knowledge of the oc- 
casion of the strike were persuaded to stop 
work. In the downtown district fifty mes- 
sengers quit at Wabash avenue and South 
Water street, twenty-five at 164 Washing- 
ton street, and twenty at Wabash avenue and 
Monroe street, in addition to those at the 
larger offices. 

Service Is Badly Crippled. 

The service of the company was badly crip- 
pled. Board of trade clerks ran back and 
forth to the telegraph offices, merchants 
waited at the windows for the messages to 
be sorted out, and the telephone wires were 
kept busy by operators delivering telegrams 
to all persons who could be reached in this 
way. * 

Many minor fights were waged at the offices 
between the boys and other employés who 
sought to dissuade them from joining the 
demonstration.

The 
sales last week in London marked a record 
with 25,000 boxes of American fruit, repre- 
senting about 675,000 pounds weight. A mem-

“We are spending five and six hours a 
day in the auction box disposing of double 
as much California frult as we ever did 
before at prices ranging from 25 tq 30 per 
cent higher. We have no difficulty in se- 
curing all we want from America, but we can 
5 | scarcely order quickly enough. 

Heretofore California fruit has been 
more an adjunct to England's supply than a 
serious factor in the market. Now, qwing to 
the failure of French fruit and the complete 
loss of the home crop, the American branch 
of the market is watched more eagerly than 
any other.“

I—It 
President Roosevelt gives the word the state 
department can conclude the Nicaraguan 
canal treaty within a week.

the Jews are subjected to barbarous treat-

% VOTING A RELIGIOUS DUTY. 
On Tuesday last the citizens of Boston 
voted for the first time at.a primary elec- 
tion for the candidates of their respective 
parties for the various offices to be filled at 
the state election. It was also a new fea- 
ture of this joint cavfeus that the voters had 
to inquire for the ballot they wished to vote | 
and were then enrolled as members of the 
party ‘whose ballot they had voted.

Upon this matter he says: “ do not think 
that the election authorities intentionally set 
the caucus date on the Hebrew New Tear.

The Rev. R. J. Campbell of London, whose 
recent visit to this country has awakened 
much interest, ting to the British Week- 
ly, says that in answer to the question, 
nat Is Chicago's Greatest Need?“ he 
replied, “ Soul.“ We can never fittingly ex- 
press our admiration for the intellectual 
acumen which enables our English visitors 
to arrive at full and certain knowledge of 
our physical, intellectual, and moral con- 
dition in no time at all. 
prehend intuitively all the intricacies. of 
conditions which puzzle us after years of 
careful observation. We do not venture to 
question the accuracy of their diagnoses 
even when we fail to understand them. The

It will hardly be claimed, we suppose, even 
by those most offended by the worldliness 
and materialism of Chicago, that its inhab- 
itants have no souls. We may still humbly 
assume to be a part of that creation into 
which God breathed the breath of life.

While admitting, and with sorrow. the 
lack of spirituality and the undue absorption 
in secular affairs, we cannot in justice ignore 
the earnest and unselfish Christian character 
of many citizens of the great city. Visitors 
too often confine; their investigations to the 
stockyards and the board of trade, giving 
little or no time to the study of Christian 
forces and activities. They are tmpressed 
by the materialism, shocked by the wicked- 
ness, and do not see that measure of right- 
eousness and Christian living which 
really exists. Not all Chicagoans are bad. 
Chicago gave to the world greatest mod- 
ern evangelist, whose work, now that he 18 
goes on in power and helpfulness. 
Nowhere will be found finer exhibitions of 
consecrated living than the city affords. The 
churches are neither dead nor Indifferent to 
the highegt Interests of thecommunity. The 
pastors are men with honest desire to ad- 
vance the kingdom of God. It is easy to find 
great masses of people in Chicago who are 
almost untouched ‘by the influence of the 
churches. If we mistake not. this is true of 
London and of every great city. Thousands 
of working men are openly hostile to the 
churches, but this is true in other places 
also. What we claim is that Chicago ia not 
unique in the character that has been 
ascribed to her by our English visitor. It 
does not excuse Chicago to say that it is not 
alone in its undue devotion to tem 
things, but it tends to show that it is not 
a sinner above all others. eeu 8 


No one can realize more keenly the gravity 
of the problems which confront Chicago 
Christians or more sincerely mourn the com- 
parative. fruitlessness of their efforts to 
evangelize the indifferent and the hostile, 
than those who have homesinthecity. And 
yet we do not despair. Chicago is a better 
city today than it was ten years ago. Its 
ideals are higher and ite attainments cor 
respond more closely to its ideals. Political- 
ly, an enormous gain has been made in 
securing. a common council that contains a 
majority of*honest men.

LESSON NO. 54.—Afternoon Tea. 


‘TEXT: ** Thank God for tea; what would the 
world do without it; I am glad I was not born be- 
fore tea! —Sidney Smith. 


VERY one knows the delights of aft- 
ernoon tea, provided it is carefully 
brewed and attractively served. So, 
the purpose of this article is not to 
dwell upon how grateful it is to tired 

nerves, or how pleasant and sociable it is to 
take a dish o' tay of an afternoon with a 
congenial friend, but to offer a few sugges- 
tions, born of long experience, on how, when, 
and where to serve it easily, properly, and 
cozily. It should not be the effort many 
deem it, for when it once becomes a regular 
institution in the household it requires little 
extra preparation on the part of mistress or 
maid to serve it at a minute's notice. 

First and foremost, abolish the set-all-day 
tea table! There are only a few hours in the 
afternoon when tea things should be vis- 
ible,so a tray tastefully set with all the neces- 
sary paraphernalia should be prepared in the’ 
pantry and carried in when wanted. It may 
be set early in the afternoon, ready for in- 
stant usé, and it will always look fresh, clean, 
and inviting, because it has not stood for 
days in the library or reception room. No 
matter how carefully one of these popularly 
misconceived parlor ornaments is 4@usted 
each morning, it has not the spotless fresh- 
ness about it that Is absolutely essential in 
the serving of anything to eat or drink.

Afternoon tea should be made as informal 


a function as possible, therefore the tray 
with its shining silver, dainty china; and 


steaming teapot must be brought right into 


the rogm where all are assembled and placed 


upon the small table or stand intended for 


that purpose“ Although tradition calls it 
“5 o'clock tea.“ there is no reason why it 
cannot be served as early as 4 or as late as 
6 o'clock if occasion demands. Let your 
maid prepare the tray after her lunch dishes 
have been put away, and there willbe no un- 
necessary dela® when you are ready for it. 
The setting of the tray is an all important 


‘detail, and there are good rules to follow in 


doing it—whether the tray be of silver or 
Japanese lacquer, and whether the tea set 
be silver or the attractive blue Japanese 
china that is in such good taste and so in- 
expensive. Of course, a uniform tea service 
is always the prettiest, but even if yours Is 
broken into and there is no family resem- 
blance between the different members of the 
set, they can be made to appear at their best 
if carefully arranged in an orderly group. 
First, place a cloth upon the tray. If you 
are blessed with a silver or handsome wooden 
one a small white linen center cloth is suffi- 
cient, but if there are a multitude of sins to 
cover, an attractive white linen cloth that 
exactly fits the size and shape of the tray 
should be procured. These tray cloths may 
be as handsome with lace and embroidery as 
you wish, but must always be immaculate. 
Next place the tea set in a convenient group 
or semi-eircle at the back of the tray, with 
the required number of cups arranged nicely 
in front of them. | 
By cups real teacups are meant, and not 
those useless child’s sized bits of bric-Aa-brac 
that resemble after dinner coffee cups and 
make one feel as if one’s “ doll’s tea party 


days were not over. Thetea set should con- 


sist of teapot, sugar bowl, cream jug, hot 
water pitcher, and the waste water bowl, 
that most obligatory receptacie for the hot 
water used in warming and rinsing the cups. 


The teaspoons should be placed one upon the 


saucer of each cup. A small dish of thinly 
sliced lemon and an inviting plate of sand- 
wiches, crackers, or toast, etc., makes our 
tray complete. 

And here let it be stated that the English 
so-called muffin stand is a most conven- 
fent accessory to the tea table. It is a charm- 
ing spindle legged mahogany affair, three 
stories high. The tiers are round and just 
the size of a plate. The three legs meet 
conically at the top, ending in a knob or han-

dle, and it is customary to pass the whole 
stand, so that each one may take his choice 
of the delicacies displayed. 

These delicacies should be of the simplest 
nature, and not too sweet, for to the real tea 
lover they are a secondary matter, and ex- 
cessive sweetness spoils the flavor of the 
bevepage. It is always well to have one plate 

' of small cakes, like lady fingers, macaroons, 
cookies, English wafers, or sweetened crack- 
ers, for those who care for sweets, but the 
epicure will sigh delightedly if you can offer 
him thin slices of buttered toast, buttered 
and toasted crackers, or one of the many de- 
licious possibilities in sandwiches. 

Not picnic sandwiches, you understand— 
they are too hearty, with their fillings of sai- 
acs and meats—but one of the following sim- 
fle confections. Above all, in sandwich 
making, let the bread be thinly sliced and 
the butter absolutely sweet and fresh, But- 
ter lghtly both pleces of bread, and the 
fling, if there is to be any, should be 
spread evenly over one of the slices only. 
Plain bread and butter sandwiches are al- 

. Ways acceptable, and there is the delicious 

variation of having one side brown bread.

to have a small loaf of slightly sweetened 
raisin bread made at each baking, if. pos- 
sible, and then you will always have some- 
thing on hand readg to serve. Thinly but-

And now fon the tea itself. Too much 
emphasis cannot be laid upon the im- 
portance of making tea properly. The best 
tea is ruined if it is not painstakingly 
brewed, and even poor tea can be made 
drinkable with care. First of all, the water 
must be fresh and boiling—not just about to 
boll, or just boiling; but galloping.“ as the 
children say, and should be allowed to.boil 
thus fyriously for a minute or two and then 
immediately poured upon the tea. Scald out 
the teapot first of all, and then put in the 
required amount of carefully measured tea. 
Now fill up the teapot with the boiling water, 
and after it has brewed a few minutes it is 
ready to pour. Black teas must, brew a 
trifle longer than green teas, and the strength 
of the beverage should be regulated by the 
length of the brewing rather than by the 
amount of tea used. Two heaping teaspoon- 
fuls of tea to four cups or a pint of water 
is the proper proportion. The teapot may 
be refilled with boiling water, and the sec- 
ond cups will be quite as delicious as the 
first. 

The most convenient way to regulate the 
time of brewing is to have your tea in small 
white cheesecloth bags, that can be lifted 
out of the pot when the tea has acquired 
the desired strength. ese small bags 
have proved more satisfactory than the con- 
ventional tea balls, and can be used for 
brewing second cups if more tea is needed. 
A number of the bags can be prepared ahead 
of time, and must be made large enough to 
allow the tea leaves to swell, the tea in them 
being carefully measured, according to the 
size of your pot. The Japanese teapots 
come cleverly equipped with a small, thimble 
shaped, perforated cup, which sets down into 
the tea and can be readily removed. In pots 
Gevoid of this, however, you will find the 
bag answers the purpose. 

But, in your efforts to have the tea good, 
don't forget the amount of charm that can 
be put into the serving of it. On a chilly 
fall or winter day, when weary from a long 
Walk or cold and tired from mental as well 
as physical exertions, how pleasant it is to 
. drep in upon some friend where you know 

you can find a warr fire, a warmer wel- 
come, and a still warmer cup of tea! The 
twilight, the firelight, the cozy room, the 
shining silver, the pretty china and merry 
chatter all have a delightfully soothing ef- 
fect, and make tea time the most at- 
tractive hour in the day.

carrots. They take two bundles of young 
carrots, two ounces of butter, and a pint of 
good brown stock, peel and trim the carrots, 
put them in a saucepdn with cold water 
and a pinch of salt, bring the water to a 
boil, strain ft off. wash and dry them. Put 


the butter in a saucepan; when it is melted 
put in the carrots and fry them a nice golden 


on the top a piece of buttered paper, then 
the lid, and let it braise at the side of 
the fire for about an hour or more. As the 
stock becomes less add more till you have 
used the pint. When the carrots are done 
the gravy should look nice and thick like 
glaze. 

Pile the carrots in a hot vegetable dish and 
either pour other gravy over or ima tureen 


tle stock and season. , 

Carrot pudding is a nice novelty. Take one 
pound flour, one pound chopped suet, one 
pound chopped carrots, one pound chopped 
potatoes, one pint molasses, one teaspoon- 
ful soda, one teaspoonful cinnamon, one and 
one-half teaspoon cloves, one pound currants, 
one pound raisins. Mix thoroughly, pour 
in a steamer, and boil hard for four hours, 
serve with hard sauce. * 

Carrot peas are daintily good. Boil the 
carrots in plenty of water and when cold 
cut into dice, melt in a saucepan a spoon- 
ful of butter, add half a teaspoon of salt, 
a, saltspoon of pepper, and a teaspoon of 
sugar, and when the butter boils put in the 
carrots, stir till heated through. Pilé them 
in the center of a platter, and put around 
them a can of French peas or a mess of fresh 
boiled peas, which have been cooked with 


half a teaspoon of salt, and a dash of pepper. 
It is pretty and excellent, and as sub- 
stantial as meat. ‘ 

If you like boil your carrots plain, cut 
in slices.or boil them and serve with drawn 
butter; or boll them with corned beef for 
two hours, the most savory way. of all.

LAKE MICHIGAN GAN LINE INTACT. 


Barry Company , Failure at Detroit Does 
Not Involve the Concern Lo- 
cated at Chicego. 


The interests of the Barry Bros. Transpor- 
tation company on Lake Michigan will not 
be affected by the bankruptcy proceedings 
started on Wednesday at Detroit. There 
will be no interruption in operation of the 
company’s steamers between Chicago and 
Muskegon and Grand Haven. The company 
declared to be bankrupt, operating the steam- 
ers Badger State and Empire State between 
Detroit and Cleveland, is an entirely differ- 
ent corporation from that operating on Lake 
Michigan. 

There was much ment yesterday 
among Chicago creditors and shippers on the 
Lake Michigan line through fear that the 
company was involved in the bankruptcy 
proceedings. Many shippers sent agents to 
investigate and the company’s telephone was 
worked overtime in aseuring anxious ones 
that the company would not be affected.

ment Begins.

ment that the street ar men will strike next 
Monday unless they receive their pay in full.

The men on the street cars in the American 
Soo also are dissatisfied, as are the men on 
the ferries across the river between the two 
Soos. Many requests for aid are being made, 
a number of them by men who have pay 
checks but are unable to get them cashed: 
There are few who will purchase the checks 
at half their value and all merchants refuse 
credi 


t.

Smallpox Breaks Out. 

Sault Ste. Marie, Mich., Sept. 24.—[Special.} 
~The steamer Minnie M. arrived late this 
afternoon from Michipicoten and had as pas- 
sengers about 175 men from the Helen iron 
mine. Most of the men had been at work for 
periods ranging from six months to nearly | 
threé years. The fact that the last pay day 


due does not seem to be causing uneasiness. 

A majority of them, however, have a good 
stake, and will at once leave town, after 
placing their wage claims in the hands of 
trustworthy persons for collection. 

At the Grace gold mine are about.140 em- 
ployés, who also have been laid off. It is 
uncertain when they will come down, for the 
reason that district has been quarantined on 
account of smallpox epidemic. No deaths 
have yet resulted. 

Woods employés are stillat camps. They 


‘have from six weeks to two months’ wages 


due. If they do come in and the company 
is unable to pay them they can securespeedy 
employment in other camps adjacent to the 
S00. Everywhere notices are posted for 
woodsmen and railway construction work- 
men, and 1,500 can secure 
and tmmediate work.
